We then visited McGinnis Wood Products. Upon arrival, we met Vice President Ben McGinnis at the site. | advised him of the received concern, regarding 
sawdust leaving the property. McGinnis advised that no malfunctions or breakdowns had occurred at the site recently. He provided a quick breakdown of 
site operations, and provided a tour of the facility's surrounding boundaries. No visible sawdust was identified leaving the property boundaries, however, 
sawdust was visible on the facility grounds around equipment and the air surrounding. At one point, sawdust was dumped into a tractor trailer (for transfer 
from the property for disposal, via Kingsford in Belle) and was visibly dispersed in the immediate area surrounding the downwind area, however, | did not 
witness it leaving the property. We did discuss the need to review operations, management practices, and site conditions to identify any efforts to prevent 
the potential for fugitive dust to leave boundaries. 


Also, during the inspection, a visible dark discolored (black) water was identified being emitted from a pipe that comes from a building utilized for washing 
out whiskey barrels. Crosley Welch discussed the concern with Mr. McGinnis. McGinnis advised discussing with the City of Cuba to potentially receive the 
water, and we also advised the potential for a retention pond and use of water for suppression (as applicable).

Jacob confirmed that he was on his way to Kansas and wouldn't be back until tomorrow. | explained to Jacob that we had received an 
environmental concern about some open burning at his address and that that was the reason for my visit. Jacob told me that he had a small trash pile that 
he had removed from one or two of the vehicles and that it had accidently caught fire as he was using a torch on one of the cars nearby. Jacob said he let 
it burn not thinking much of it and that the fire burned quick. He informed me that he usually takes the trash from the vehicles and piles it in the back of his 
truck to be disposed of elsewhere.

During his investigation, it was 77 degrees Fahrenheit, the wind was coming from the northwest at 2 mph, the humidity 
was at 57%, and the atmospheric pressure was at 29.90 mmHg. Jesse stopped and checked for odors at several locations including the entrance to 
Timber Ridge Landfill, the roadway alongside the landfill, the fire station, school area, etc. The only odors detected by Jesse were blacktop and fresh cut 
grass. Jesse checked for odors at these various locations from approximately 11:00 AM to 11:30 AM. There were no notable odors detected that were 
originating from the landfill, and certainly none that would detect at a 7:1 dilution threshold. 


While hauling dirt, around the 7th or 8th of September 2022, employees did smash an air line close to the surface, but this air line was repaired straight 
away. This accident could have been the reason for an odor release, but it's inconclusive. 


Jesse forwarded me an excel file maintained by IngenAE for the Timber Ridge Landfill that logs odor checks several times per week. In this file, it was 
noted on September 7, 2022 that a gas/garbage odor was detected on Highway H near the Timber Ridge Landfill gate at 4:00 PM, but this odor was less 
than a 2:1 dilution threshold. Another odor check was performed on September 9, 2022 at 8:12 AM, but there were no odors detected.
